Hence they would be drilled 


for ten years in the simple prin- 
ciples of the three fundamental 
branches of learning, and no- 
thing else would count.

taught a knowledge of every- 
day routine.

not have an overwhelming num- 
ber of our grade 
and 
high 


school 
graduates 
unable 
to 


Write a legible and literate let- 
ter. Today the majority would 
rather walk a mile than write a 
letter. 
They hale to write be- 


cause they can't spell, recollect 
words, or compose 
a 
gram- 


matical sentence. They know 
it, and so waste their own and 
the time of others 'with tele- 
phone and personal calls. 


The general inability to do 


even the simplest arithmetic is 
appalling. It is the main rea- 
son why so many families are 
unable to live within their in- 
come and why they arc so un- 
mercifully exploited by install- 
ment sellers. 


Lacking training in concen- 


tration, most owners of hand- 
some diplomas never open a 
book or attempt to 
read 
a 


magazine that is pitched above 
the mental level of a twelve- 
year-old. 


Yet they think they are edu- 


cated and are resentful because 
they can find no way to make 
a living except at menial tasks 
at the lowest of pay. 


Of course some people who 


are unable to read, 
write or 


figure, possess extraordinary 
talent and make handsome in- 
comes despite their deficien- 
cies, but a person of no talent 
who is unable to read, write or 
figure, is hopeless.

Monday and one 
of the bills awaiting action will be 
a proposal to create a state prop- 
erty tax reducation fund. 


The proposal received consider- 


able support in debate yesterday. 
Its author, Sen. John I. Moore, Hel- 
ena, held up the vote, however, on 
discovering a typographical error. 
This will be corrected by Monday. 


Moore's proposal would start the 


fund with the 
$100,000 
annually 


from oil and gas inspection fees 
which for the past two years have 
gone to finance the now discontin- 
ued cotton and food stamp-program 
in the Welfare Department.

a House bill by Rep. Roy Riales,

Japan Admits 
Loss of Ships 
in Solomons 


By The Associated Press 
At Japanese Imperial Headquart- 


ers communique broadcast by the 
Tokyo radio today said Japan had 
suffered the loss of seven 
war- 


ships and damage to six in the 
fighting off the Solomons and New 
Guinea since Aug. 7, 1942, while 
Allied forces lost eight sunk and 
eight damaged "which have 
not 


been previously announced." 


The communique, 
recorded in 


New York by the Associated Press, 
said 
three Japanese destroyers, 


hree submarines and one patrol 
ship were sunk, while 
a cruiser, 


!our submarines and a patrol ship 
were damaged, up to Feb. 7. 


It reported that four Allied sub- 


marines, three torpedo boats and 
a patrol ship .were sunk in the 
sams period and three destroyers, 
four submarines and a patrol ship 
were "heavily damaged," all this 
tlol described as previously unan- 
nounced. 


On the far Pacific fighting fronts, 


Allied troops increased their pres- 
sure against the Japanese in north- 
ern New Guinea and RAF 
war- 


planes flying from India carried 
out destructive attacks on Japa- 
nese-conquered Burma.

DEDUCTION FOR BAD DEBTS 


(PART 2) 


No deduction for bod debts aris- 


ing out of scrviccs/tncludlnK rents, 
is allowable unless the amounts due 
have been included in income, eith- 
er in the year in which the deduct- 
ion as a bad debt is sought 
to be 


made or for a previous year. Thus, 
uncollectible bills rendered by pro- 
fessional men, such as physicians, 
lawyers, dentists, etc., arc not de- 
ductible as bad debts unless 
the 


amount of such bills rendered have 
been included in the Income report- 
ed by the tapayer. Where the tax- 
jaycr reports on the cash receipts 
.ind disbursements basis, it is ob- 
vious that the amount of the 
bad 


debt has not been returned as in- 
como, and would, therefore, not be 
deductible. The rule also applies to 
other debts arising out of services, 
such as commissions due to sales- 
men, salaries or wages due clerks, 
executives, and other for services, 
and rentals due landlords on rental 
property, as well as to debts aris- 
ing out of sales in the case 
of 
a 


business conducted on the cash re- 
ceipts and disbursements basis. 


A deduction for bad debt may a- 


rise'wnore the taxpayer, as indor- 
scr or guarantor on an obligation, 
has been obliged to pay the debt of 
the principal. When the indorscr or 
guarantor pays a debt, he is sub- 
rog.ilcd to the rights of the creditor 


and 


This claim against the debtor 
is 


worthless and uncollectible, he Is 
entitled to a deduction, not because 
of the payment itself, but because 
he payment gives rise to a claim 
which becomes a bad debt. If the 
ndorscr or guarantor reports 
on 


the cash receipts 
and 
disburse- 


mcnts bnsls, und meets 
his obli- 


gallon by giving his personal note 
tor the worthless note of the prin- 
cipal debtor, he may not claim the 
deduction until the year In 
which 


the note is paid. However, if he re- 
ports on the accrual basis, the de- 
due lion would be allowed 
in 
the 


year in which he gave his note 
in 


settlement of the obligation. 


The provisions regarding deduct- 


ion for bad debts do not apply 
to 


securities 
which 
have become 


worthless, as such losses arc 
re- 


quired to be treated as a loss from 
Iho sale or exchange of capilol as- 
sets importable in Schedule F and 
in item I! of the return Form 10-10. 


Whore j debt is ascertained to be 


recoverable only in part, it is per- 
tnissiblo to lake a 
deduction 
for 


partial worlhlessness not in excess 
of the amount which actually be- 
comes worthless within the taxable 
year. 


In the case of taxpayers engaged 


in business in which credit to cust- 
omcrs is a factor, to reserve met- 
hod of deducting bad debts may be 
employed under the provisions of 
the statue.
